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REPLANNING LONDON 


ia this issue we publish an article on the Plan for 

London prepared for the, L.C.C., which is the 
third of the series of plans dealing with the future 
of our capital city. The first was that exhibited by 
the Royal Academy, dealing mainly with the archi- 
tectural aspects of the central area. The second to 
appear was that of the R.I.B.A. Committee covering 
the whole of the London Region, and is to be seen at 
the National Gallery. This present one, on view 
at the Londen County Hall, deals with the area 
included in the County of London. We have still 
to see the plans of the City Corporation and those 
for the outer zone of the London Region, in progress 
under Government auspices. 

The three plans now available for study by the 
public suggest comparisons between them, but the 
least desirable attitude would be to regard them as 
competitive; each makes a contribution to the 
solution of the problems involved in the reconstruction 
of London as a capital worthy of the British Common- 
wealth, which is a task demanding the maximum 
degree of co-operation between all whose qualifica- 
tions entitle them to take a part in this important 
and necessary undertaking. 

The R.A. plan concentrates on the central area 
and offers a number of suggestions aimed at an orderly 
treatment of this with enhanced architectural dignity. 
It is not, to any large extent, concerned with the 
sociological organisation of Greater London as a 
whole. The R.I.B.A. plan specialises in this more 
comprehensive treatment, and is, in the main, based 
on well-defined logical principles of social life and 
organisation, on which the plan is developed. In 
dealing with the vast mass of 8,500,000 people, spread 
over the extensive area of the London Region, it 
recognises that the complete unification of such a 
body must be qualified by its sub-division into town- 
ships on a scale making good social and communal 
contacts practicable and easy. It is drawn up on 
the broadest lines, and may be fairly regarded as a 
successful effort to justify the principles on which it 
is based, as presenting a practicable scheme for 
retaining the civic spirit in local units while embodying 
these in a well-organised and worthy whole. 

There is a remarkable similarity between the 
general lines of the’L.C.C. plan and those of that by 
the R.I.B.A Committee. As might be expected, 
the L.C.C. with its large staff and resources as to 
information and statistics, has dealt with many 
features more intimately and in greater detail ; 
it is also, as might be- expected, more cautious in 
regard to proposals involving acquisition or other 
expenditure, but the sub-divisions into townships 
and their separation by parkways indicate that the 


same view is taken as to how this great agglomeration 
should be treated. The differences are more a 
matter of degree than of principle, and though the 
R.I.B.A. plan may be thought to go rather beyond 
what is possible even in 50 years, that of the L.C.C. 
may yet find further possibilities for some types of 
improvement. For example, the provision of four 
acres of open space per 1,000 persons, as much as is 
thought practicable in many areas, might, as in the 
R.I.B.A. scheme, be increased to seven acres, or, 
alternatively, supplemented by acquisitions further 
out if easily accessible, although this would not be 
quite so good. 

This and other questions, such as the future plans 
for rail and road communications, are clearly matters 
for further investigation, as they involve many 
related problems, both practical and economic 
which cannot be claimed to have reached solution 
at the present time. Only Government can take 
such action as will bring the various interests and 
authorities into a co-operative group qualified to 
decide as to how transport and traffic of all kinds 
can be reorganised to give the maximum efficiency 
and economy. At present these services are in a 
chaotic state owing to their origin in a number of 
competing concerns for docks, canals, railways, etc. 
Railway companies, combined about twenty years ago, 
are still working almost exactly as they did before 
any amalgamation took place. London Transport 
and the Port of London Authority are almost the 
only examples that may be cited where unity of 
control has resulted in active steps towards improved 
efficiency. The workers for the L.C.C. recognise 
that to complete their plans the way to such com- 
prehensive consultations must be opened, and it is 
to be hoped that steps may be taken at an early 
date to enable this to be done. This is necessary 
not only for the solution of London’s problems 
but also of those of other places throughout the 
country as a whole. 

Naturally, before any important schemes can be 
implemented, the decisions of the Government on 
all the questions which arise out ofthe Barlow, Scott, 
and Uthwatt Reports will have to be formulated 
and co-ordinated. The importance of this is, we 
imagine, recognised, and it is hoped that the Ministries 
concerned realise the urgency, as it is obvious that 
the Town Planning Bill recently submitted to the 
House is far from covering the requirements of the 
important schemes of reconstruction in view. 

In the meantime, congratulations are due to Mr. 
Forshaw, Professor Abercrombie, and their -many 
helpers on the production of this great plan, which is 
of first-rate importance to the future of London.

Civic Badges for Bombed Cities. 

Crrmzs and towns which were in the 
front line in the Battle of Britain should 
receive a commemorative badge from the 
heralds as an addition to their arms, sug- 
gested Mr. C. W. Scott-Giles, Secretary of 
the Institution of Municipal and County 
Engineers, speaking on civic coats-of-arms 
at the Luton Rotary Club last week. 
Coventry, for instance, he said, might be 

ranted a phoenix, the bird which, though 
it perjshes in flames, rises revivified from 
its ashes; and Plymouth, steadfast and 
vigilant to-day as she was in Elizabethan 
times, might receive Drake’s drum as a 
badge. 

Heraldry, said the speaker, was a livin 
art, capable of moving with the times, an 
expressing modern facts in traditional 
forms. Airports were already represented 


by a pair of wings in the arms of Heston | 


and Isleworth, and by a winged air-screw 
in the crest of Hendon. So far, the present 
war had not left any mark on civic 
heraldry, but he saw no reason why it 
should not. 


“* Nineteen Centuries of London Life.” 

In view of the interest which has been 
shown by our own and Overseas troops in 
the history of London, and the question 
of further discoveries after the war when 
parts of the City are rebuilt, the London 
Museum has arranged an exhibition which 
marks the nineteenth centenary of the 
foundation of London by the Romans. 
The design of the exhibition has been 
restricted to show the interrelation of 
three main subjects—Architecture, Com- 
merce, and Social Life—grouped around a 
central panel illustrating the actual 
appearance of London at six stages in its 
development. 

Amongst the many interesting exhibits 
are prints of the old London squares, the 
tranquillity and architectural character of 
which are fast disappearing with the erec- 
tion of modern commercial offices or blocks 
of flats, often of no particular character. 

The exhibition has been partly spon- 
sored by the Army Bureau of Current 
Affairs, and two copies of it will be cir- 
culated to troops near London. It will 
remain on show at the London Museum 
until November 7.

The 
prizes offered were: First premiated 
design, 100 gns.; second, 25 gns.; and 
third, 15 gns.. The Assessors were: Mr. 
W. A. Allen, B.Arch, A.R.I.B.A.; Mr. 
Gilbert Bayes, President of the Royal 
Society of British Sculptors; Mr. R. 
Steuart Bowers, F.R.I.B.A., F.IA.A.; 
Mr. Frederick Gibberd, F.R.I.B.A., 
AT.A.A.; Mr. Arthur W. Kenyon, 
F.R.I.B.A., M.T.P.I.; Mr. Clyde Young, 
F.R.I.B.A., F.I.A.A. The assessors con 
sidered that no single competitor suffi- 
ciently surpassed his See competitors in 
all the respects required by the conditions 
to qualify alone for the first award.

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THE COUNTY OF LONDON PLAN 


Tue plan for the future of London County prepared by 
Mr. J. H. Forshaw and Professor Patrick Abercombie (with 
the support of a very competent staff, which included the 
jate Mr. Wesley Dougill and the late Mr. William Walcot), 
submitted to the Council on Tuesday last, has been enthu- 
siastically received by the public Press, and will, it may be 
anticipated, exercise a marked influence on the popular 
attitude towards comprehensive planning. This will be of 
especial value in regard to the numerous authorities and 
other interested bodies whose co-operation will be needed 
to carry such a plan into effect. The position, as defined 
py Lord Latham, is that the L.C.C., while determined to 
carry out the replanning of London to the fullest extent 
Eiracticable and on the best principles, is not asked to 
adopt the plan at this stage in its entirety. It will be 
necessary to enlist the co-operation, not only of the Central 
Government Departments, but of the City Corporation, the 
Metropolitan Boroughs, the railway companies, London 
Transport, the Port, Authority, the Metropolitan Water 
Board, and many professional and other bodies. 

The plan is limited to the area controlled by the L.C.C., 
excluding the City, only incidentally referring to the 
area of Greater London, outside the L.C.C. boundary, in 
which more than half the population have their homes; this 
omewhat restricts the scope of the present plan, but a 
further one is promised, for which Professor Abercrombie 
is consultant to the Government, dealing with the outer 
mone of the London Region; these two plans together will 
over the same area as that studied by the R.I.B.A. London 
Regional Committee, whose work is now on view at the 
National Gallery. 

In the conception of this plan it is laid down that the

four major defects for which fundamental remedies must be 
devised are traffic congestion, depressed housing, inadequacy 
and maldigtribution of open spaces, and confused location 
of houses and industries. It is suggested that a fifth 
defect may be found in the unregulated sprawl of London, 
straggling over the Home Counties and suburbanising the 
nearer country towns. This last defect, however, lies 
mainly outside the L.C.C. area. Taking the first four in 
the order given, it is felt that the defects of an over- 
strained traffic system are obvious in the delays and waste 
of time to those travelling in the London area, overcrowded 
vehicles, accidents and loss of life. ‘‘ Depressed ” housing 
has been a long-standing problem with which the L.C.C. 
has endeavoured to cope in various ways, but still much 
remains to be done, both in clearing large areas of dreary 
and monotonous streets and in the improvement of the 
living accommodation in detail. It, is considered. ‘hat 
possibly the worst defect is the absence of local community 
centres. 

As regards open spaces, the first impression might be 
that London, with its central parks, and, farther out, the 
wide stretches of Hackney Marshes, Hampstead Heath, the 
southern commons, Richmond Park, and Epping Forest, is 
fairly well provided for, but these areas are very unevenly 
distributed, and, despite additions such as Victoria and 
Southwark Parks, there are many areas, especially towards 
the east, which are almost wholly without adequate play- 
grounds, either large or small. The indiscriminate and 
unorganised distribution of industry and housing is less 
obvious, and while it is not altogether undesirable that 
small-scale industries may be widely dispersed, there is 
far too much confusion between the larger ones and the 
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housing areas, to the detriment of both, not only as regards 
the amenities, but also as making impracticable economic 
or architectural planning. 

It is also emphasised that the more recent rebuilding in 
London is sadly lacking in the appreciation of architec- 
tural dignity! Regent-street and Kingsway are quoted as 
anything but triumphs of civic design, and the rebuilding 
of some of the famous squares has in no case been on a 
level with what was replaced. A general feature in private 
enterprise, the monotonous iteration of semi-detached 
units, is one of the most widespread of London’s architec- 
tural defects. The railways are mentioned as mainly con- 
structed during a period at which planning was at, its 
lowest ebb, and the numerous overhead viaducts are very 
injurious to the amenities, while the large areas occupied 
by sidings are obstructive and the approaches to the main 
terminals inadequate. 

The incidence of the above defects, together with others 
less serious, and also the character of the varied con- 
siderations dictating the methods of replanning, havé been 
defined by means of a géneral civic survey. Investigations 
having been carried out under war conditions, research 
into a few of the aspects has been necessarily limited and 
will need amplification in the future, but the system of 
dividing the problem of London into its many component 
parts makes it possible to comprehend them both separately 
and in relation to the whole. The three major aspects are: 
London as a community where people live, work and play; 
as a metropolis, the seat of Government, and a cultural 
and commercial centre; and as a machine, with special 
reference to locomotion. Many other factors in the pro- 
gramme visualised, such as time and stages for operating 
it, the financial considerations, and the legal powers neces- 
sary, cannot be more than mentioned here, as we must 
pass on to the definite proposals for reconstruction and 
amelioration. 

These proposals naturally start with the more general 
demands of social groupings and zoning for use, following 
with the needs for open space, communications, housing 
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and industry. Foliowing these are the special demands 
different areas and of the more detailed requirements. 
For planning purposes the London area is classed unde 
four heads: (1) The West End, a district with about a mile 
radius from Piccadilly-circus and touching the City (which 
dominates a somewhat similar area to the east; (2) the 
Port Area around the Thames and Lea; (3) the Central 
residential strip extending right round the City and Wes; 
End from the Lea Valley to Greenwich; and (4) the 
suburbs outside all these. 

The West End demands replanning for traffic and t 
eliminate slums and undesirable industrial development: 
the main Covent Garden market would be decentralised- 
traffic would be kept out of the University area in Blooms. 
bury, and similar treatment should be given to the South 
Kensington group. Many other improvements in layout 
are suggested here, including the replanning of Hyde Park. 
corner, and the duplication of the Strand by widening 
Maiden-lane. The population density here and around 
Hyde and Regent’s Parks might be as high as 200 to the 
acre. The area includes the south side of the Thames from 
Lambeth to Blackfriars, for which a complete scheme fo; 
reconstruction is shown. 

In the Port area, industry and commerce take a 
dominant place, but there are extensive stretches of 
housing for which a suitable development with better 
amenities is needed. ‘The same principles apply to the 
central residential zone, which is replanned in conjunction 
with the ring roads and main radial arterials which are 
planned, more or less on the lines of the Bressey Report, 
so that they do not intersect the existing local groupings 
in order to retain as much as possible of the communal 
spirit characterising them, Densities of from 100 to 1% 
persons per acre are proposed for these. 

The local groups are themselves sub-divided by secondary 
traffic routes defining self-contained precincts on the lines 
proposed by Mr. H. Alker Tripp, from which through 
traffic would be excluded, and examples of layout on these 
lines are shown, including that for the University group 
already mentioned, where its intersection by two main

routes running north and south and east to west is 
avoided by dropping them into tunnels. 

The proposals as to railway reorganisation are less con- 
vincing than most of the others, but as they are put 
forward as merely tentative and subject to reconsideration 
it would be unfair to criticise them too closely. Their best 
point lies in the effort made to eliminate the more objec- 
tionable overhead lines and to substitute tunnels and 
electric traction. The inadequate tube services south of 
the river are mentioned, but possibly this is not in contra- 
diction of the objection muuc to the extension of the tube 
system to open up new ground, as a better balance of 
the system between north and south would mainly serve 
areas already occupied. It is advocated that the electrical 
suburban lines should be knit into a combined system with 
the tubes by introducing low-level interchange stations. 
The suggestion is made that the roofs of large stations 
might be available for use as landing decks for aircraft: 
beyond this the programme does not deal with additional 
aerodromes, with the exception of the suggestion that the 
Isle of Dogs might prove a suitable site. No important 
change is proposed in the Thames dock system in general. 

The obsolete disposition of London’s markets is recog- 
nised in the Report, and their decentralisation to places 
better served by rail and water transport is advocated, 
though the plan does not deal with this in detail. The 
mistake of bringing goods in bulk to congested centres is 
emphasised, but the view is also held that tradition will 
demand the retention of some markets on a reduced scale. 

Perhaps the most important section of the plan is that 
dealing with housing, the L.C.C.. having had a long and 
‘valuable experience in regard to this, together with a 
vast mass of statistical and other information. Their 
housing standards are well established, and an obvious 
anxiety is shown to take advantage of the present oppor- 
unity to get rid of as much as possible of the damaged, 
decayed, or obsolete buildings. It is~ stated that ‘“‘ re- 
housing on large urban and central sites must be applied 
on a more scientific basis. Over the last thirty or forty 
years redevelopment has been in comparatively small 
areas, almost exclusively for high blocks of flats. with 
little or no open space provided. There is abundant 
evidence, however, that for families with children. houses 
are preferred to flats. Nevertheless, to attempt to re-house 
all the inhabitants in single family houses would be imprac- 
ticable in the central and sub-central parts of London.”’’ 
lor several reasons a large percentage of flats is included 
in the new layouts, of which a number of interesting 
examples are given showing how a relatively high density 
can be provided for, with good light and air. and open 


space at the standard laid dewn in the Report as economi- 
cally practicable, viz., 4 acres per 1,000 persons. 

Another section of the Report gives a closely studied 
review of London’s industries and their locations; the list 
includes heavy engineering works, mostly located along the 
Thames; lighter plant is more widely distributed, in some 
cases- where the sites are not altogether suitable; clothing, 
which comes next in importance, is mainly carried on in 
small-scale workshops. The other trades practised are: 
Food—including tobacco and brewing—furniture, in the 
north-east area; printing and paper goods; chemical pro- 
duction; and: building. All these require consideration as 
to the extent to which they are suitably placed as regards 
their economy and surroundings. There is in most cases 
a tendency to move outwards, and, subject to appropriate 
local siting, this should, it is considered, be encouraged. 

Plans and diagrams indicate the treatment of the river 
frontages, with a view to reconciling the claims of industry 
with those of the river as an open space, to which as much 
access as possible should be given to the public by 
promenades, public gardens, etc., mainly, of course, west 
of the Tower Bridge. To provide links between the river 
banks, additional low-level bridges are proposed at Charing 
Cross and the Temple for light traffic only. 

Many other features in this plan—sociological, architec- 
tural and economic—are of the very greatest interest to 
every citizen of London, though its present form is not 
claimed to be final, and in any case it is estimated that 
not less than 50 years would be required for its realisation. 


LORD LATHAM’S SPEECH. 


Speaking at a Press conference at the County Hall last week, 
the Right Hon. Lord Latham, Leader of the Council, said that 
what he would like to make clear was (a) how the present Plan 
came to be drawn up; (b) the purpose of the Council’s considera- 
tion of the Plan; and (c) the prospects of putting the Plan into 
effect. 

‘‘ How came the Plan to be drawn up? Well, you will see 
from the Council agenda that about two years ago Lord Reith, 
then Minister of Works, asked the London County Council to 
prepare a new plan for the post-war redevelopment of London 
and to plan on bold lines assuming that new legislation would 
make positive planning a practical proposition. In other words, 
this Plan is the direct Atl of a request from the Minister, and 


that request is part of the new emphasis on planned development 
with which you are all familiar in various responsible statements 
on behalf of the Government from the Prime Minister downwards. 
The Plan deals, as must any plan, with roads, open spaces, resi- 
dential communities, business groupings, rail transport and 


density of development. It deals with them, as the Minister 
asked that it should, in a bold and far-reaching way. In 
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A‘*Precinct’’ for Westminster. 


framing it the authors, while maintaining a personal and creative 
attitude to their task, have not been unregardful of the broad 
principles enunciated in the report of the Barlow Commission, 
the Scott Report and the Uthwatt Report. They have assumed 
that in some form or another these principles would be trans- 
lated into laws before the time comes for acting on plans now 
being considered.”’ 

As to the second point, the Council would not be asked to 
approve the Plan. It was committed to planning, but not to an 
individual plan, whether that or any other. What it would do 
would be to submit that comprehensive and important document, 
with its supporting drawings, for consideration by that host of 
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interested authorities and other parties which made up a modern 
community. ‘‘ From the moment that the Plan is launched,”’ said 
Lord Latham, ‘‘ you can think of London as a vast forum in 
which the authorities and others I have mentioned will subject it 
to analysis, admiration, energetic attack and _ constructive 
criticism. The fruits of all this discussion will be garnered and 
examined by the Council and its committees when the Council in 
the formulation of its planning policy gives further and more 
detailed consideration to the principles and projects of the Plan 
itself ”” 

Finally, as to point number three—what were the chances of 
the Plan, or any plan, being carried out? ‘‘ We must avoid 
confusion of thought. Many of the elements which make up the 
Plan must in any case be carried out, such as new housing, wider 
roads, new buildings for social services and the like. Planning 
does not introduce new elements into the community’s make-up, 
but attempts to arrange them in an orderly and tidy way. The 
question then is not whether reconstruction will come, because 
the sheer pressure of public opinion and human energy will 
enforce some sort of reconstruction, but whether that recon- 
struction will be haphazard, distorted by selfish and unsocial 
motives, self-injured by an excess of zeal in one direction which 
overlooks other equally important needs; or whether it shall be 
a co-ordinated series ol inaee of an intelligent design thought out 
in advance. 

“One thing I must say quite clearly. With the best will in 
the world no satisfactory planning, whether on the lines of this 
Plan or otherwise, can ever be achieved unless there are far- 
reaching extensions of town-planning powers and unless fair and 
reasonable financial arrangements are made between local 
authorities and the Exchequer. This planning must be nation- 
wide; and just as a new ministry has been set up to harmonise 
all the local. and regional planning efforts, the cost must be 
fairly spread between the rates and the taxes. Do not think, 
however, that we have a choice between cheap reconstruction 
without planning and reconstruction to which planning has been 
added as an expensive luxury. Planned reconstruction looks 
expensive when you set down in a column the cost of projects 
that will spread over ten or twenty years and find that it adds 
up to a big sum. But haphazard reconstruction, where you never 
add up the sum, and where you never think about the effect of 
fulfilling one need on the ability to fulfil another, may well cost 
far more on the long view in wasted effort, abortive expenditure 
and thought, and intangible but real leakages of time, money and 
energy that spring from inconvenient housing, badly arranged 
industry, inadequate roads and obsolete communications. We 
rightly plan labour-saving houses; well, let us also plan a labour- 
saving city. This bold, inspiring Plan is probably the greatest 
study of how to plan a vast city that has ever been attempted. 
If it helps to make us planning-minded it will have achieved a 
great public service.

“To plan London may well mean in the early post-war years 
that the community—and that means its individual members— 
must be prepared to accept in the interests of civic health and 
happiness a continuance of some part of that restriction of purely 
personal expenditure which they have cheerfully borne for the 
defence of their country in time of war. We can have a planned 
London if we want it, but we have got to want it with deter- 
mination, to press for it both as individuals and communities, 
and be prepared to bear its sacrifices as we and the future shal! 
enjoy its benefits.” 


THE BOOK OF THE PLAN. 


The book of the County of London Plan* is a considerable docu- 
ment both in actual size and in the, matter which it contains, but 
its contents are such that even lay readers will he able to master, 
at all events, the outlines of what is proposed. They will be 
greatly helped by the many maps, plana and other illustrations. 

In surveying the Plan it is well to remember that the most 
sanguine supporters of the scheme know that it cannot all be put 
into effect quickly, but it should be noticed that it is so designed 
that without break of continuity it could be brought into effect 
section by section according to a prearranged pattern over vary- 
ing periods of 10, 15, 20 or more years, as the case may be. The 
main conception of the Plan may be said to be the establishment 
of communities with their own community buildings, shops, 
schools, and loca] industrial area, each free of dangerous through 
traffic. The main ring and radial roads are planned to pass 
between, and not through, communities. 

In arder to gions good living conditions with sufficient open 
spaces, properly placed, the Plan shows that a reduction in 
population in some of the central overcrowded communities will 
be necessary. The Plan, allowing for this reduction, shows the 
new developments of typical areas of varying population densities 


which affect the proportion of flats to houses; and layouts for

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both flats and houses, with both communal and individual gardens, 
are shown in the illustrations. Conditions in which a citizen has 
to work are as important as those in which he has to live. The 
establishment of. trading estates in the suburbs is foreshadowed, 
and a particularly interesting suggestion is the building of flatted 
factories to accommodate the small workshop type of industry 
which at present is mainly carried on in old houses or in back 
rooms and basements. The Plan proposes a properly co-ordinateg 
system of parks with continuous parkways leading out to the 
xreen Belt. 

The book shows how the great problem of the road system has 
been dealt with. A long-term construction programme is pro- 
posed for the establishment of a logical system of road communi- 
cations to replace the present haphazard network of streets, 
Electrification, the provision of underground routes both on the 
North and South bank, the establishment of inner and outer 
systems related to markets, and the connection of terminal 


_ Stations by a ring road are some of the suggestions made. 


Careful study of the Plan will undoubtedly be made by 
municipal authorities and others whose public duties or business 
interests are directly affected. In the long run, however, it is 
the citizens, and particularly the younger generation of citizens, 
who were in the minds of the authors of this Plan when they set 
about their great work, and it is the privilege and duty of the 
citizen to exercise, when occasion arises, his constitutional rights 
in helping to decide whether London is to be developed on 
planned, tidy and dignified lines, or whether in the future, as in 
the past. London is to be left the victim of haphazard patchwork 
development with all its untidiness, ugliness and waste of labour, 
time and ieisure. Careful study of the book, which will be 
available in every London public library, is an obvious first step.

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SCHOOL CANTEEN KITCHENS 
SOME MINISTRY OF WORKS’ PLANS. 


Pians for typical kitchens and sculleries, 
prepared by the Ministry of Works in 
collaboration with the Board of Educa- 
tion, have just been issued to Local 
Education Authorities. As announced by 
the President of the Board of Education 
on May 17, when he called for still more 
rapid expansion of the school meals ser- 
vice, the Ministry of Works, at the request 
of Local Education Authorities, will sup- 
ply completely equipped kitchens in 
accordance with these plans. Where 
Authorities erect the kitchens themselves, 
as they have been doing until now, these 
plans, embodying the recommendations of 
the Board, will no doubt be of assistance. 
The immense task of providing canteens 
for most of our schoolchildren will tax 
all available resources; it is hoped that 
this new scheme for the Ministry of Works 
to lend a hand will greatly help. 

Local Education Authorities will still 
make use of existing buildings wherever 
possible. When new buildings have to 
be erected all but the smallest will be 
prefabricated. 

The plans embody the experience of the 
Board and the Local Education Autho- 
rities in the provision and running of 
schoo] kitchens and incorporate features

rendered possible by the adaptation of 
the Ministry of Works “ Standard Hut.” 
New building will be provided for two 
main types of kitchen—central kitchens 
and canteen kitchens. These may be 
operated by steam, gas, electricity and 
solid fuel. A complete outfit of kitchen 
furniture and equipment will be supplied 
with the kitchens erected by the Ministry. 

Further plans for a dining-room and 
scullery (fed from a central kitchen) and 
a dining-room, kitchen and scullery have 
been prepared for use where exceptional 
circumstances exist. 

The central kitchens, sending out meals 
in insulated containers to groups of schools, 
have been designed to supply 2,000, 1,500, 
1,000, 750 or 500 meals'a day. Canteen 
kitchens planned to supply 350, 250, 150 
or 75 meals a day are intended for erec- 
tion in the ground of the school they will 
serve. A combined 50/50 central and 
canteen kitchen has also been designed 
for erection in school grounds. This 
kitchen would serve 250 meals on the spot, 
while a further 250 meals would be 
delivered to neighbouring schools. Schools 
receiving meals from a central kitchen re- 
quire a scullery for washing up the 
cutlery and crockery and cleaning the in-

sulated containers. A plan of a typical 
scullery has been included to meet cases 
where provision cannot be made inside 
the school. 

Apart from the canteen kitchen for up 
to 75 meals and the scullery, which will 
be built of brick, the new Lidldings will 
be prefabricated; the Ministry of Works. 
Standard Hut, of 24 ft. or 18 ft. 6in. span, 
will be adapted by the Ministry or sup- 
plied in suitable sections to Local Educa- 
tion Authorities where they execute the 
work. This adaptation of the Standard 
Hut makes for quick building, for the 
framework of the hut and the roof can be 
erected before the walls are put in. ‘his. 
enables. building to proceed in any 
weather. Further, the parts are being, 
manufactured all over England and Wales. 
and can be provided with the minimum 
use of transport. 

As hitherto, the Ministry of Works will 
supply local Education Authorities with 
all the heavy and light equipment, which. 
is on austerity lines and in accordance 
with the Schedule of Cooking Appliances. 
published for the Ministry by H.M.S.O. 
A minimum of timber and metal is used 
in this equipment, economies being 
effected by the omission of brackets, legs, 
2te. Support will be made of brick or 
concrete piers. There should be no delay 
in supplying the equipment, provided 
orders are made in good time on the: 
correct form and are properly authorised,

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RURAL HOUSING 


DISCUSSION AT HOUSING CENTRE. 


Tue subject of the country cottage was 
under discussion at the Housing Centre 
a short time ago, When Mrs. Neville 
Smith (of the National Federation of 
Women’s Institutes) was the lecturer. The 
chair was occupied by Miss T. J. Owen, 
A.R.1.B.A. 

Mrs. Nevitte Smita said that many 
country women were living in cottages 
which were damp and made a great deal 
of unnecessary work because of the absence 
.of modern cooking stoves, a piped water 
supply, sewerage, a supply of hot water, 
cupboards, space, etc. Of the houses pro- 
vided by district councils some were good, 
but others were badly built and all were 
apt to be devised to meet town require- 
ments rather than those of the country 
village. Reconditioning facilities were not 
widely used, altheimak good work had 
been done in some districts. : 

Country women in Derbyshire, Glou- 
cestershire, Kent, Oxfordshire and other 
counties had been induced to give expres- 
sion to their views by means of question- 
naires and informal] discussions. There 
were certain things they had all asked for, 
such as water brought to the kitchen sink, 
a supply of hot water, warmth, dryness 
and a bathroom. On the question of 
whether the kitchen should also be a 
living-room the consensus of opinion was 
in favour. Some women said that if there 
was a separate dining-room the men would 
not use it. A small scullery for washing 
up, etc., would usually be welcome. The 
country woman preferred her kitchen to 
look out upon the road so that she could 
see people passing by. She wanted plenty 
of cupboards, a tall one for brooms, one 
under the stairs for coats, an airing cup- 
board with slatted shelves, a linen cup- 
‘board, bookcase, shoe rack, etc. She 
wanted a higher kitchen table and sink, 
and this last she would prefer to be of the 
‘double kind with a stainless steel ribbed 
top and a cupboard under. 

In connection with the cooking stove 
there arose a problem. At present the 
‘country woman had a most inefficient open 
range, and would like a clean, labour- 
‘saving cooking stove. But during most 
of the year she wished to have the com- 
fort of an open fire, and if she had to 
choose would prefer the open fire with its 
disadvantages. But was it possible for 
her to have both? Could she have an open 
range for use during most ofthe year and, 
in addition, a small stove for heating a 
boiler and for cooking in summer? The 
country woman wanted a bathroom, and 
if she could not have a separate bathroom 
would prefer a bathroom combined with 
scullery. In that case the bath could be 
covered when not in use and the cover 
used as a table. The scullery would be 
useful, among other things, as a place 
where husband and children could get rid 
of the mud on their boots. If possible, 
there should be two w.c.s, one upstairs, 
chiefly for use in time of illness, and 
* another outside. If there was only one 
~ country woman preferred it to be out- 
side. 


Bedrooms should be larger than in the 
cottages specified by the Ministry of 
Health. Many country people still had 
large, old-fashioned bedsteads for which 
the bedrooms in the new cottages were too 
small. Difficulties with regard to heating 
prevented there being any demand for the 
combined bedsitting-room. 

As to the little parlour, there was a 
general demand for this. For one thing, 
where else would father have his Sunday 
-afternoon sleep? And where would young 
people do their courting? It was also the 
yplace where family heirlooms were kept, 
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and these sometimes took the form of really 
good furniture. In this little-used room 
a gas or electric fire would be appropriate. 

here should be separate places for food- 
stuffs : one for perishable things like meat 
and milk, another for things that must be 
kept dry, another for keeping vegetables 
for the winter and for preserves. Even 
now the country woman was keeping back 
some of the family’s small supply of sugar 
so as to make jam. 

Outside the house, but planned with it, 
should be places for perambulator, bicycle, 
tools and a carpentry bench. 3 

Among other things for which a desire 
had been expressed was a paved way all 
round the house : this made access to the 
clothes-line easier in wet weather and 
allowed a busy woman to gather her 
garden produce quickly. 

As to distance from the husband’s place 
of work or the children’s school, there was 
no objection to the children walking half 
a mile or the man bicycling two or three 
miles. What was important was nearness 
to the ’bus route, shops, church and village 
hall. The village should be planned close 
so as to dissipate the woman’s feeling of 
loneliness. 

Terrace houses were not liked, detached 
were greatly preferred; but for older 
people cottages might be built in pairs : 
** A neighbour could be a great help in 
time of trouble or illness, and it is always 
pleasant to be able to pass the time of day 
with someone living near.’’ Such com- 
munal services as a laundry were not asked 
for, though some countrye women welcomed 
the communal playground for children. 

As to rent, the £3-a-week minimum 
wage had made a great difference, and 
country people would be willing to pay 
more for better houses. It was a mistake 
to think they cared nothing about the 
appearance of the cottages. For example, 
they disliked the red brick ones that had 
been put up in the Cotswolds. They de- 
sired the house to look part of the village. 
They orily went to live in the red brick 
cottage because it was labour-saving and 
convenient. 


Discussion. 

In the discussion that followed, among 
other points raised was that of the pro- 
posed stainless stee] sinks, one speaker ex- 
plaining that the cheapening of these de- 
pended on mass production. The problem 
was being investigated. As to large bed- 
rooms, it was cheaper to get new beds 
than to build larger rooms; and a similar 
remark applied to terrace houses, The 
detached house was preferable in many 
ways, especially from the point of view of 
access to the garden; but the terrace house 
had less external walling, allowed shorter 
roads and services and made it possible to 
devise a system of district heating with a 
central] boiler for the whole village. 

Miss Tyrrwuirt said the principal reason 
why the country woman wanted an open 
fire was for drying things. A stove would 
not do this, but it was better for cooking 
and allowed the house to be kept cool in 
summer. If such a stove were installed 
there might also be a boiler fitted with hot 
pipes to keep the kitchen warm. In the 
parlour, seeing how largely wood was used 
for fuel in the country, there should be 
an open fire. 

Another lady said a new kind of fire- 
place was being evolved, very labour- 
saving, with an enclosed cooker, but show- 
ing an open fire. It might be possible to 
add water heating to this stove, but at 
present everything was in an initial stage. 

The local builder came under discussion, 
the question being asked whether anything 
was being done to educate him? It was 
not the architect who put up the ugly 
cottages, but the local builder. 

Mrs. NevitLe Smith said the women’s

institutes were influencing the local builder 
indirectly. In future a great deal of build- 
ing would be notin the hands of the 
speculative builder but of one engaged by 
the local authority. The employment of 
an architect should be insisted on. 

Mr. A. AppELBE suggested that the 
Housing Centre should have a summer 
school a local builders. A week or fort- 
night every year would work magic. The 
young men coming back from the Army 
would be interested. There should be 
women advisers to local builders. 


AGRICULTURAL WORKERS’ 
COTTAGES 


ARCHITECTS’ SCALE OF FEES. 


It has been decided, in cases where 
sufficient progress has not been made by 
the local authorities or where the tenders 
are too high, that complete drawings 
(plans, sections, elevations) and specifica- 
tions shall be supplied to them by the 
Ministry of Works. The question has, 
therefore, arisen as to the fee to be paid 
to the architect engaged by the local 
authority where the architect is supplied 
with complete drawings and specification. 
The Minister of Works has discussed the 
matter with representatives of the Royal 
Institute of British Architects, and the 
following special scale has been agreed. 

In_ considering these arrangements 
regarding the fees for the 3,000 agricul- 
tural workers’ cottages, the Council of the 
R.1.B.A. express the view that the method 
adopted in this case of issuing plans to 
local authorities is not in the interests of 
the country or the profession. In agreeing 
to it, to meet an emergency, the Council 
are in no way agreeing to this method of 
procedure for the future. 

In cases where }$-inch scale detail and 
full-size drawings and specification are 
provided by the Ministry, the architect's 
services to be limited to the following :— 

(1) Taking instructions from the autho- 
rity. (2) Survey of site, exploration of 
services, existing or potential. (3) Layout 
of site—foundations to be designed to 
suit levels. (4) Adjustment of drawings 
(provided by the Ministry) to suit levels. 
(5) Drainage plan to connection with 
sewer, or, alternatively, up to and includ- 
ing disposal tank (septic). (6) Obtaining 
and advising on tenders. (7) Selecting 
local and other materials, brick, tiles, 
slates, etc. (8) Supervision of the work 
during erection. (9) Issue of certificates 
from time to time after valuation of work 
done. (10) Settling final accounts and 
certifying. (11) Inspection and_ super- 
vision of work done under any period of 
retention and maintenance clause. 

The fees proposed for the above services 
are: For blocks of 4 houses, £14 per 
house, but if there are more than 4 houses 
in one place, £10 per house for those in 
excess of 4. In cases where much ground- 
work, terracing, or retaining walls are 
necessary an extra fee will be payable, 
based on the work involved. 

This scale is exclusive of reasonable 
travelling and out-of-pocket expenses and 
printer’s charges for additional copies of 
drawings and documents which the archi- 
tect may be called upon to supply.

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THE COST OF BUILDING 


By S. HOOKWAY, P.A.S.I. 


Tue leading article in The Builder 
dated June 18 last discussed the con- 
siderations arising from the recent 
statement by the Minister of Works 
that the cost of housing is now 
approximately 105 per cent. above the 
pre-war cost. This statement, it was 
observed, gives rise for alarm when 
coupled with thoughts on post-war 
reconstruction. 


Doubt has been expressed as to whether 
the figure of 105 per cent. can really be 
taken as a satisfactory index to present 
conditions. There 1s often, it is true, 
room for doubt as to the applicability of 
statistics of this nature; statistics com- 
piled for one purpose have been known 
to come to hand usefully to give ‘‘ light ”’ 
on quite a different subject. After all, 
the law of averages is a great leveller; it 
needs to be. 

This figure of 105 per cent. can, how- 
ever, be substantiated by anyone  con- 
versant with present-day labour and trans- 
port conditions, and the detailed build-up 
leads to some interesting comparisons and 
considerations. The Minister was refer- 
ring to housing, and it is probable that 
his figures were ielated to tenders received 
for agricultural workers’ cottages. This 
type of building falls into the same broad 
category as most of the building works 
carried out in recent times—that is to say, 
simple structural units, with considerable 
repetition work, on dispersed and- some- 
what remote sites. Thus an assumed simi- 
larity between rural housing and camp 
construction under existing conditions 
should not lead us very far astray. 

Let us take for a basis the Building In- 
dustry Grade A3 rate of wages... This 
represents the general level applying to 
country towns, and is a “ basic’’ fre- 
quently found ruling on camp sites in the 
country that have been granted an excep- 
tional margin over ‘the, existing rural 
grade. Let us take, further, a “ group- 
unit ’’ of ten >peratives, 3 craftsmen, 1 
ganger and 6 labourers, which is quite a 
normal proportionment of labour averaged 
through the class of work we are dealing 
with. The consideration will be based 
upon a 60-hour period in order to get a 
comparison with the present-day conditions 
of a 60-hour week. 


Take first the Grade A3 rate of wages 
and consider a housing contract in a 
country town in March, 1939, The wages 
would be summarised as follows :— 


3 Craftsmen, 60 hrs.—180 hrs. at Is. 6d. 
1 Ganger, o,—se ,, 1s, 24d. 
6 Labourers 60 ,, —360_,, Is. 14d. 2

This, it is noted, represents a 60-hour 
period, which in normal times would be 
one and a third weeks, without overtime. 
There would be no additional items, except 
perhaps a modicum of ‘‘ walking time ”’ 
included, so small in general as to he 
ignored for present purposes. 

Now consider ihe same ‘‘ group-unit ”’ as 
one finds it on a camp site ten miles from 
the nearest town, under present-day condi- 
tions, working their 60 hours in one week. 
We will take the 60 hours at plain time 
rates for an initial comparison. This gives 
us, using present-day Grade A3 rates :—

The net wages increase, therefore, be- 
tween March, 1939, and the present day 
is from £37 7s. 6d. to £48 3s. Qd., a rise 
of 29 per cent. This is not the surprising 
factor. It is the jump between this figure 
and something above 105 per cent. that 
appears at first sight a formidable gap to 
bridge. That it is soon accounted for is 
demonstrated in the following table :— 
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Item (j). Drop in output is an assess- 
ment only, and is, of course, open to argu- 
ment. The amount given above (164 per 
cent, added to time/labour) represents a 
loss of 124 per cent. on the gross. Atten- 
tion has been drawn to the mixture of the 
juvenile and the senile, now forming the 
bulk of available labour, what I call the 
‘‘yesidual labour.’”” Some _ contractors

A brief commentary some of the 
tabulations is desirable. 

Item (b). In order to take in the effect 
of periodic Sunday work, ,an allowance of 
6 hours per week per man is made, repre- 
senting the ‘‘ overtime plus ”’ spread over. 
This is conservative because a 60-hour 
week which includes Sunday work raises 
the percentage on plain time up to 15. 

Item (c). The proportion of labour im- 
ported from higner paid districts is, of 
course, variable, but the proportions shown 
here are by no means unusual, 

Item (d). The same remark as for (c} 
applies to designated labour. 

Item (e). Guaranteed time under the 
Essential Work Order is chiefly concerned 
with loss of time due to inclement weather. 
This, again, is variable, and the north 
part of the country might show a very 
different return from the south. The oper- 
ative figure in the table is the tigure of 
43 per cent., which is a known figure taken 
over a period of 6 months. 1 am inclined 
to think it will be found low as an aver- 
age, as it represents no more than 13 guar- 
anteed days lost throughout the year. The 
guaranteed period for a year is, say, 50 
weeks multiplied by 44 hours, equals 2,200 
hours. In many districts a loss of 
hours must be allowed for, which equals 
9 per cent., or almost double my figure. 

Items (f) and (g) The proportions 
allowed will be found to represent average 
conditions. It will be noted that for peri- 
odic fares ‘home and travelling time on 
recruitment a sum of £1 has been taken 
as the likely ‘‘ spread-over ”’ figure for this 
group-unit.

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Item (k). ‘Subsistence is not normally a 
direct payment by the contractor, but 
nevertheless it must form part of the 
labour cost of building. 

Item (l). Welfare and canteen facilities 
have been greatly extended under the 
directions embodied in Factory Form 1892 
and the interpretation of minimum require- 
ments by visiting inspectors and others. 
I have assessed the item as representing 
9d. per day per man employed. 


Some of the striking points which show 
up from the table are now considered. 
The first is the total at ‘“‘A,’’ where it is 
seen that the Time/Labour total is in- 
creased by 143 per cent. over plain time by 
the operation of overtime and the inclusion 
of imported Jabour and designated labour; 
the total figure at this stage for the increase 
over plain time in March, 1939, is 473 per 
cent. 

The group (e) to (h), covering Unifor- 

mity Agreement, Essential Work Order 
and Holidays with Pay, gives us a further 
223 per cent. on the plain time, making 
plus 37; per cent. in all, and brings our 
overplus on the March, 1939, figure up to 
77 per cent. 
_ The grand total indicates that the 
increase due to war-time conditions 
accounts for a 66 per cent. plus on plain 
time rates of labour, and when compared 
with pre-war plain time rates a com- 
pounded increase of 114 per cent. 

It will be noted that I have taken no 
account of ‘‘ payment by results.” It 
might be argued that the bonus system 
should have the effect of cancelling item 
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(j), but I should be very loth to accept 
that suggestion. I think one could with 
equal force uphold the argument that 
another line of addition to the table should 
be made to allow for the effects of payment 
by results, and its counterpart, ‘‘ directed 
labour.’’ In theory, of course, the bonus 
system should increase output and reduce 
costs, but theory and practice do not for- 
gather very often on the site. The one 
essential and the manifest desired effect 
of the bonus system was to obtain advanced 
completion dates. Can this be said to 
have been generally attained? The con- 
current legislation which left the contractor 
almost helpless to get rid of unsuitable and 
useless labour killed any hope of that 
eventuality. If ever legislation double- 
crossed itself, it was here. 

The figures quoted by the Minister of 
Works for the proportionment of building 
costs before the war was 40 per cent. of 
labour to 60 per cent. of material. On the 
showing of the figures given here we see 
that with labour advanced by 114 per cent. 
on a two-fifths proportionment, the 
resultant advance required for the remain- 
ing three-fifths (in order to compound 
105 per cent, over all) would be 99 per 
cent. ; that is to say, the cost of materials 
would have to be shown as_ having 
advanced by 99 per cent. (If my labour 
figures are low, as they probably are, and 
if the labour increase should really be, 
say, 120 per cent., then the proportionment 
figure of materials would be 95 per cent., 
to compound 105 per cent. over all.) 

In housing work we may take concrete, 
bricks and timber as being the basic 
materials. Cement, ballast and bricks do 


not show a phenomenal increase at source, 
probably about 25-30 per cent., but when 
one considers rural housing and the long 
transport usually to be accounted for, the 
prices will be found to be —s well up 


towards the skyline. Timber, of course, 
will be on the skyline, and metal windows 
not far below. These considerations will 
incline us to accept the figure of 105 per 
cent. overall not only as tenable but 
explicable. 

Finally, to turn towards the future, 
how is this going to affect the post-war 
building industry? What remedies are to 
be found or what factors introduced to 
result in a decrease in costs even down to 
the 50 per cent. above 1939 level tentatively 
suggested by the Minister of Works? Can 
we say that wages have yet arrived at, or 
even approached, their peak? And can 
we look for a decrease below present-day 
levels in the immediate post-war world? 
These are problems for the economist 
rather than the quantity surveyor. 

The table shows that the initial 29 per 
cent, increase since March, 1939, raises 
items (b), (c), (d), (e) and (f) in proportion, 
But imported and designated labour (c) and 
(d) should cease to operate in the period 
we are looking towards, and to a large 
extent also should overtime (b). In order 
to pursue our thoughts let us assume the 
present rates of wages as remaining static 
and, going down the table, reduce overtime 
by half and eliminate both imported and 
designated labour. Guaranteed time must, 
I think, be left as it is, as this legislation 
will almost surely remain with us; travel- 
ling time and transport of workmen 
should probably be cut by a half when 
more labour is available; and periodic 
fares can be eliminated. This leaves us at 
total ‘‘B’’ with £48 3s. 9d.. plus 185 per 
cent., equals £57 2s., and this in turn is 
53 per cent. above March, 1939, plain time 
rates, . ic 

This brings us to “drop in output. 
Present-day output must be improved 
upon, and with the influx of better labour 
released from the Services, almost certainly 
will be. after a brief period of ‘‘ warming 
up.” We cannot, however, assume that it 
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will quickly supersede 1939 output, and 
for the purposes of this argument I leave 
it in the status quo. Of the last two 
items, subsistence can be largely elimi- 
nated, but something must remain to 
cover improved welfare facilities. With 
the experience gained in these present 
days, with efficiency stepped up, and the 
matter becoming dealt with from a 
specialist point of view, this service 
should be available for, say, 2 per cent. 

This brings our grand total to plus 55 
per cent. over March, 1939—that is to 
say: by the elimination of imported and 
designated labour, and cutting overtime, 
travelling time, and transport of workmen 
by half (and assuming a decrease in the 
price of materials co-related to the same 
“‘more and better labour ’’ conditions) we 
are, provided the present rates of wages 
are not increased, within striking distance 
of the figure suggested by the Minister of 
Works as probably a workable basis, and 
this without recourse to either ‘‘ working 
at greater speed or by different methods.” 

The latter considerations might well be 
examined at greater length, but for present 
purposes we have probably gone sufficiently 
far into the realms of conjecture; the 
tendencies here set out are, however, worth 
pondering over and might, it is thought, 
lead to profitable discussion.

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THE UTHWATT REPORT 


ADDRESS TO T. & C. P. A. 


Mr. Raymonp Eversuep, K.C., a member 
of the Uthwatt Committee, in an address 
recently to the Town and _ Country 
Planning Association on the Uthwatt Re- 
port, said that the subject of public and 
private rights in or over land was one 
of great importance and interest and in- 
volving political controversy. 

The background of the Uthwatt Com- 
mittee’s appointment was (a) deficiencies 
in existing planning machinery which had 
been local and permissive only; prohibi- 
tive effect on planning schemes for fear 
of compensation claims; and failure of 
attempts to collect from private hands 
profit derived from ‘public works; (b) 
recent problems which were the subject 
of the Barlow Commission, e.g., distribu- 
tion of population, agriculture and defence, 
etc. It was accepted as axiomatic at 
the time of the Committee’s deliberations 
that the right to develop undeveloped land 
must be subject to strict public céntrol 
with some Central Planning Authority. 
Was this assumption now so_ generally 
made? Recent political utterances did 
not show this. 

‘“‘The whole basis of the Committee’s 
Report,’’ said the speaker, ‘‘is the as 
sumption, above mentioned, of acceptance 
of central restriction of all future 
development. If these assumptions are 
rightly made, then I claim that the fol- 
lowing are logical consequences, (a) -that 
the development rights scheme is the in- 
evitable minimum, and (b) the real and 
only question remaining is—when -do you 
pay (if at all) and how much? It should 
be remembered that the Committee were 
limited by their terms of reference and 
were not concerned with politics: the 
political solution of nationalisation would 
not have provided an answer, because 
(a) position of occupants of land would re- 
main to be dealt with, and (b) if there 
were confiscation without compensation 
the burden would fall most unevenly, and 
if compensation were payable, every 
parcel of land and every interest therein 
would require valuation, which would 
be a hopeless war-time proposition. 

‘““Tf general restriction is to be im- 
posed on development, the question re- 
maining is that of compensation and, par- 
Proc time of compensation. Substan- 
tially there are two alternatives; (a) now 
once and for all; or (b) when, as regards 
any particular parcel, decision for or 
against development comes to be made. 
If alternative (b) is taken, there are many 
and grave objections, including (i) unfair- 
ness as between owners, and (ii) a likeli- 
hood, if not certainty, of excessive prices 
and loss to the State of betterment. 

‘** Suggestions have been made to avoid 
(ii) by having present valuations for the 
purpose of fixing compensation hereafter, 
but apart from vast operations of present 
valuations (very many of which would 
prove to have been unnecessary) such 
valuations would quickly get out of 
touch with realities and create unfairness ; 
in any case, if valuations are to be made 
now, why not pay now? ” 

The lecturer mentioned a final point on 
development schemes—the compulsory 
acquisition by the State of land to be 
developed and grant of leases to approved 
developers. That rested on the vital 
necessity of giving planning policy a 
positive characteristic and the enforcement 
of planning restrictions. Generally it 
seemed far more satisfactory to secure 
those results through the established 
methods of affirmative and negative 
covenants secured by risk of forfeiture. 
Unless and until land came to be

Scope for the ‘‘ Professional Master 
Builder.”

Sir,—The following thoughts fre- 
quently arise in my mind when read- 
ing of or listening to the professional 
and business battle of the Building 
Industry :

ties towards the true objects that there 
would be little time left for argument and 
quibble. 

(7) That such a body of men with the 
broadest and most tolerant outlook will 
eventually succeed in leading the industry 
and its many sections to thé economical

Housing: Reconditioning of Existing 
Properties. 

To tHe Eprtor or The Builder. 

Sir,—To discuss the building of new 
houses without. giving due considera- 
tion to the vacant repairable houses 
and want of reparation accrued to 
occupied houses is, in my- opinion, 
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throwing away the substance for the 
shadow. We cannot all live in new 
houses, which incidentally will have to 
be subsidised by the State. Surely the 
seasoned timbers and structure of 
existing vacant houses constitute an 
asset. 

There are thousands of houses, flats and 
upper parts of shop premises which could 
be reconditioned, but plaster board and 
other necessary materials are not obtain- 
able in sufficient quantity. Many large 
houses should be converted, for, having 
regard to cost of floor coverings, furni- 
ture, etc., they are unlikely to lef as a 
whole. 

It is my opinion that errors were com- 
mitted in calling up and transferring 
maintenance men and withholding mate- 
rials from small builders who previously 
reconditioned many thousands of houses. 

The shortage of living accommodation 
will be a difficulty impossible to surmount 
within a reasonable period, for apart from 
demolished properties, the existing houses 
are falling into a state of disrepair. Men 
returning from the Forces will require im- 
mediate living accommodation, not plans 
for the far distant future. 

Incidentally, many thousands of men 
and tons of material were made available 
for rendering properties requisitioned by 
the Government blast- and almost bomb- 
proof, although the previous occupiers 
carried on through incessant raids with- 
out abnormal protection.

Troublesome Irish Labour. 
To tHE Epitor or The Builder. 

Sir,—We are writing this letter in 
the hope that some of us may be able 
to obtain satisfaction regarding the 
chaotic state of the distribution and 
handling of some alien Irish labour. 

As representatives of a firm of building 
and civil engineering contractors, with the 
positions as stated at our signatures, we 
have been working for the past twelve 
months trying to handle elements of the 
Trish labour with the help of the National 
Service officers, and also the police, but in 
all cases find that these bodies are terri- 
fied of the particular type of men to 
whom we are alluding. 

We have dealt with large numbers of 
Trishmen, and, generally speaking, find 
that the travel-permit man, who usually 
has some commitment in Ireland, is hard- 
working and, morally, a decent individual 
to handle. Beyond this there is a Jarge 
number of men who are allocated to us 
from the Labour Exchange, and these, 
unfortunately, we have been more or less 
compelled to retain under the Essential 
Work Order. They come on to the job, 
are Bova with respective gangers—who 
usually are of the same type and with 
whom they demand to be—and from the 
time of arrival on the site are usually 
nothing short of gangsters, usually upset- 
ting whole jobs, refusing to do a sufficient 
quota of work, and generally making 
themselves a nuisance. 

In most cases these men arrive in gangs, 
and among their numbers have two, three 
and four ex-boxers, who immediately set 
about intimidating the travel-permit men 
who may be residing at the camp. On 
several occasions police protection has 


, been sought for individuals, but this has 


never been forthcoming; the excuse from 
the local police has always been that 
somebody must‘be assaulted before any 
charge can be made. We have on this job 
had two or three men badly beaten up, 
anid-when the police have been informed 
they have refused to take action. 
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Secondly, whenever there has been a 
case, wikoi we have had on this job, of 
charging a man, such ridiculously lenient 
measures have been used to punish the 
culprit that things have often gone from 
bad to worse. 

The N.F.B.T.O. site representative, 
who had matters explained to him, and 
could see from his own observations that 
things were not as they should be, on 
one occasion went to the trouble of writing 
to the Chief Constable of the county. 
Once again, little or nothing was done to 
check the sabotage, thieving, and gener 
ally dastardly conduct of these men. 

It has been obvious that from some 
mysterious source these people have had 
protection, and have been at liberty to 
ask for their cards—especially when it 
has been known that they have received 
their calling-up papers, or the income tax 
authorities have caught up with them. 
Not only do they demand their cards, but 
usually threaten bodily injury to whoever 
they are dealing with, and again, as our 
staff cannot obtain police protection in 
any way, we have had no alternative but 
to let these men go. Also, many of these 
men have been able to obtain duplicate 
sets of insurance cards, both National 
Health and Unemployment, and identity 
cards, for the sum of 2s., once again from 
some mysterious source.’ On this job there 
have been swastikas and I.R.A. slogans 
chalked up on different parts of the sites, 
sabotage done to heavy machinery, often 
costing hundreds of pounds in damage 
and delay. 

This is not the full tale of the condi- 
tions caused by this type of labour, but 
sufficient has been said to indicate that 
something should be done that this 
country may be freed from the terrorism 
of a few thousand Irishmen employed in 
the building and civil engineering in- 
dustry.

M.O.W. Analyses of Standard Schedule of 
Prices. 
To tHE Epitor or The Builder. 

Srr,—One of my duties recently was 
to ‘analyse hundreds of items in the 
above Schedule for the purpose of 
ascertaining the general tendering- 
value of them. My analyses brought 
out very many. rather disturbinz 
points, and one of them was in connec- 
tion with concrete 1: 3:6. I have 
given deep study to this subject, 
blended with a scientific, practical 
and commercial knowledge of concrete, 
and, until I am convinced by some 
knowledgeable authority that I am 
wrong, it is not possible for me to 
accept that 1 yd. cube of mixed and 
placed 1: 3:6 concrete can be ob- 
tained from 24 F.C. of coarse aggre- 
gate, 12 F.C. sand and 4 F.C. cement. 
and the proper quantity of water. My 
following method of estimating for this 
mix of concrete may show why I am 
so convinced in my opinion, which I 
think will be shared -by those con- 
nected with the practical and commer- 
cial aspects of this important subject.

45 per cent. voids, 
which it usually does. Secondly, it will 
be allowed by me that the sand is dry, 
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and not moist. This is very important, 
and is obviously a not too well-known 
point. Thirdly, I will not commit a 
blunder that so many estimators make, 
viz. : allow that all the voids in the coarse 
aggregate are filled with the sand, but that 
about 25 per cent. of the sand with its 
voids does not fill the voids in the coarse 
aggregate during ja mixing owing to 
the almost innumerable 
exist between each stone, etc., sof the 
coarse aggregate and the sand grains.

Something more serious happens if moist 
or bulked sand is used. Dry sand, if made 
moist by quite a small percentage. of water, 
increases in bulk by about 20 per cent., 
and when it is saturated with water, as in 
wet mixing, a phenomenon occurs by it 
reducing to the bulk it was when dry. 
This means that 12 F.C. moist sand as 
usually purchased by a builder (except 
perhaps in very dry weather), when mixed 
with the other materials causes a total 
bulk before water is added, of 27.90 F.C., 
as shown above. When water is added the 
12 F.C. of moist sand reduces considerably 
in bulk, viz. : to about 10 F.C., and this 
Feduces the 27.90 F.C. to about 25.90. 
and, taking 11 per cent. from this, a total 
of, say, 23 F.C. of concrete is provided.

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Regulations for Enrolment. as 
Probationer. 

Members are reminded that in accord- 
ance with the Interim Report of the 
R.I.B.A. Special Committee on Architec- 
tural Education, published in the 
Journal of March, 1942, candidates who 
have not yet started their architectural 
training will not be enrolled as Pro- 
bationers unless they have passed one of 
the specified qualifying examinations. A 
list of these can be obtained on applica- 
tion to the Secretary. 

Candidates who have commenced their 
architectural careers will be allowed to 
make special applications up to the end 
of March, 1946. This «aloes not mean, 
however, that a high standard of general 
education will not be insisted upon. All 
such candidates are required to be inter- 
viewed by one of the Heads of the Recog- 
nised Schools of Architecture, and they 
will not be accepted unless their general 
education approximates closely to the 
standard of the School Certificate or 
equivalent examination. 

It is most important that members 
should not take boys or girls into their 
offices unless they possess one of the 
qualifications laid down, but if they have 
done so, the pupils should be warned 
that it will be essential for them to ob- 
tain one of the recognised qualifications 
if they wish eventually to become mem- 
bers of the R.I.B.A. or to be admitted to 
the examinations which are a qualifica- 
tion for admission to the Register.

Mr. Lestie Wattis, J.P., President. of 
the National , Federation of Building 
Trades: Employers, presided at the half- 
yearly meeting of the Federation in the 
Connaught Rooms on Tuesday. In the 
course Of his. presidential address he said : 

‘Several things. have impressed me so 
far during my, Presidency, and not: the 
least .is the kindness' which has been 
shown. to me wherever I have.gone. This 
is particularly true of my visit to. Scot- 
land, where I found that there existed a 
very great desire in most. quarters for 
something even closer than collaboration, 
and this I trust will come in due course. 

“The relationship between the Federa- 
tion and the Ministry of Works is very 
cordial. I had two talks with the Minis- 
ter last week. Of course, the outstand- 
ing weakness in our relations with the 
Ministry is that we are, in the case of 
most committees, purely advisory, and on 
occasion asked to advise on how a scheme 
which is not ours can be carried out.. Far 
greater success would attend our joint 
efforts: if the Federation were asked to 
advise the very moment the problem 
arose. 

‘‘ Another experience which has given 
me great pleasure is the friendliness of 
the Press and their willingness to assist 
us at all times. Some ten days ago I 
felt that something should be done to 
correct. the general idea that the delay in 
the erection of the agricultural cottages 
was due to the builders. I sent a stave- 
ment to the Press, and it appeared widely 
throughout the country. It also secured 
for me a most happy talk with the Min- 
ister, which revealed that he as well as I 
realised the power of the Press. This is 
a matter over which all of usin the 
industry have been so much concerned, 
and to which the daily and _ technical 
Press have given such prominence of late. 
The facts are as follows :— 

“The Ministry of Health in February 
of this year received instructions from the 
Government to invite tenders for the 
erection of three thousand cottages spread 
throughout the whole country. In March 
of this year, approximately 381 local 
authorities received instructions from the 
Ministry of Health to invite tenders for 
the erection of the number of cottages 
allocated to them. The tenders and the 
plans on which they were based were to 
be submitted to the Ministry of Health 
for approval. It was desired that they 
should be available for the use of workers 
in time for this year’s harvest. 

“Tt is well known that the staffs of 
local authorities are seriously depleted, 
and this may be the reason why progress, 
if indeed that is the right word, was so 
slow. Local authorities prepared. their 
own plans, with a result that there was 
no standard design. 

‘In early June of this year thé Govern- 
ment instructed the Ministry of Works to 
prepare emergency plans of a cottage 
which could be erected at an economic 
price. These plans were prepared by Mr. 
A. W. Kenyon for the Ministry of Works, 
and block plans were sent to the Ministry 
of Health by the Ministry of Works on 
June 10, followed-by working drawings on 
June 19. 

“The Ministry of Works. desiring. to 
know that the cost’ of their design would 
be acceptable, decided to invite a number 
of large contractors to submit * prices 
based on a bill of quantities. With this 
assurance the Ministry of Works were 
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able to advise the Ministry of Health that 
should: any iocal authority be unable: te 
secure a satisfactory tender by July 8— 
this date was evidently agreed between 
the Ministry of Works and the Ministry 
of Health—then they, the Ministry of 
Works, could introduce a_ builder who 
would be prepared to build the Ministry 
of Works type of cottage at approved 
price. 

‘* Up to the present I am not aware that 
the Ministry of Works have introduced any 
of the large contractors to the Ministry of 
Health, and as quite a number of contracts 
have now been placed by local authorities, 
it may well be that the Ministry of Works 
will not be further concerned in the 
matter. 

‘It has always been the Government’s 
intention to apply the Essential Work 
Order to these contracts, so that all 
builders tendering to either the Ministry 
of Works direct or to local authorities 
should have been made aware of this as 
all local authorities were so informed. 
The question whether or not the payment 
by results scheme should apply was con- 
sidered by a Payment by Results Panel, 
which has now, in fact, advised the 
Minister; but the Panel has, of course, 
no powers, it only advises. 

‘Tt is hoped that all the cottages will 
be: ready for occupation by the autumn, 
and had the work been started in April, 
as the Government expected, the cottages 
would have been finished by now, but— 
and this is very important—the builders 
are in no way responsible for the delay.’’ 


The Report. 

The half-yearly report stated that 
arrangements between the Ministry of 
Labour and the building industry which 
have operated up to the end of June are 
to be continued until further notice. 
Indications were that even if the present 
restrictions on maintenance work were 
lessened, and even if a start were made 
on a programme of house building, 
activity in the building industry would 
be on a considerably lower level than had 
been the case during the first three and a 
half years of the war.

LAW REPORTS 


HIRE OF SCAFFOLD POLES : LIABILITY 
FOR FATAL ACCIDENT. 


Krne’s Bencn Division. 
Before THE Lorp CHIEF JUSTICE. 

Conner v. T. W. Sunderland, Ltd. 

This was an action by Mrs. Ella Conner, 
of Mayeswood-road, Grove Park, Bromley, 
as executrix of Thomas Conner, on behalf 
of herself and her three children, against 

W. Sunderland, Ltd., of Foxberry- 
road, Brockley, to recover damages in re- 
spect of the death of her husband. 

Mr. Conner, with another man, ran a 
-uilding contractor’s business, and the 
defendants are house decorators and let 
out builders’ tackle on hire. In April, 
1941, Mr. Conner had a job on a chimney- 
stack at a house in Wickham-road, Brock- 
ley, and he went to the defendants and 
hired scaffold poles for the job. Plaintiff’s 
case was that one of the poles supplied 
and used by Mr. Conner was defective and 
broke in half, with the result that Mr. 
Conner fell to the ground and was killed. 

The case for Mrs. Conner was that the 

ole was dangerous and that the death of 
Cr husband was the result of the negli- 
gence of defendants, the pole being rotten 
in the centre right through. Mr, Conner, 
was 35 years of age and had three 
children. His income was between £300 
and £400 a year. 

Defendants pleaded that the accident 
was due to the negligence of the deceased, 
as the defect in the pole would have been 
apparent if care had been taken to ex- 
amine -the pole, and that the deceased 
must have known it was not safe to have 
used such a pole. 

His lordship, in giving judgment, said 
the plaintiff’s husband and another man 
were killed as the result of an unhappy 
accident owing to the breaking of a scaf- 
fold pole. he scaffold poles were ob- 
tained from the defendants, and it was 
said that Mr. Conner and his partner 
chose them and took them away. Mr. 
Sunderland gave permission for the poles 
to be taken away, and he charged for 
their use. His lordship came to the con- 
clusion that there was a hiring of the 
poles, that the pole that broke was one 
of them, and that it was unfit for use. 
The deceased was doing first-aid repairs to 
the stack. Under. these. circumstances, 
the plaintiff was entitled to recover 
damages. He had given the matter his 
careful consideration, and he awarded the 
widow £700, the eldest child £150, the 
second child £100, and the third child 
£150—£1,100 altogether. He entered 
judgment for the plaintiff for that amount, 
with costs. 

A stay with a view to an appeal was 
granted on terms. 


CIRCULAR SAW AND STATUTORY 
OBLIGATION ADEQUATELY TO FENCE. 


Kine’s Bencu Drviston. 
Before Mr. Justice WROTTESLEY. 


Whitten v. Army and Navy Stores, Ltd. 

This was an action brought by Mr. 
Stanley Whitten, of Rowan-road, Norbury, 
London, S8.W., a cabinet maker, to recover 
from his employers, the Army and Navy 
Stores, Ltd., damages for personal in- 
juries he sustained (which -resulted in 
his having a maimed hand for life), owing, 
as he alleged, to the negligence or breac 
of statutory duty. : 

The short facts were that Mr. Whitten, 
who had been in the defendants’ employ 
for 20 years, on May 4, 1942, was asked 
_ to cut down some boxes so that all the 

sides should be shortened by 4 in. 
Although he disliked the job, he agreed 
to do it, and whilst, for that purpose, 
operating the circular saw in the defen- 
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dants’ factory, owing to the fact that the 
saw was not properly fenced in accord- 
ance with the requirements of Section 14 
of the Factories Act, 1937, plaintiff’s right 
hand came in contact with the saw 
and, as before stated, received serious 


oer: 
e defendants denied liability and 
contended that although the work in the 
present case on which the plaintiff was 
engaged came within the provisions of 
Regulation 10 of the Wood Working 
Machinery Regulations, 1922, that certain 
uards and appliances should be used, 
egulation 21 provided that these might 
be removed when, owing to the nature of 
the work then being executed, the use of 
such guards and appliances was rendered 
impracticable. efendants submitted 
that the work on which the plaintiff was 
engaged at the time of the accident came 
within Regulation 21, and therefore they 
were relieved of the liability imposed by 
Regulation 10. 
efendants further pleaded that the 


.provisions of Regulation 21 relieved them 


from the obligation to fence the machinery 
imposed by Bection 14 of the Factories 
AGtis Tordsh d h 
is lordship, in giving judgment, hav- 
ing reviewed the Regalntions and Section 
14 of the Act of 1937, said he did not think 
the defendants had been guilty of a breach 
of the common law duty to minimise the 
risk to workmen, but in allowing the saw 
to be unfenced they had not complied with 
either Regulation 10 of the Regulations or 
with Section 14 of the Act of 1937. It 
was clear, said his lordship, that the job 
which led to the accident could not have 
been done if the guard had been in 
position. 
He gave judgment for the plaintiff for 
£1,437 11s. p eh and costs, but granted 
the defendants. a stay of execution to 
enable an appeal to the Court of Appeal.

If 
we could erect a timber-framed structure 
built on a brick fender wall, say, 2 ft. 
high, would this be classed as portable 
building, or does the introduction of the 
brickwork make this a permanent build- 
ing, and can we bolt the timber framing 
down to the existing concrete? 

' READERS, 

A correspondent writes : The buildings 
to be erected would come within the pro- 
visions of Section 53 of the Public Health 
Act, 1936, as to temporary buildings. 
They would require the licence of the 
local authority concerned before they 
could be erected at all. 

In London itself it is doubtful whether 
they would be permitted to be erected 
unless a Government Department inter- 
vened. If, as would appear, the Govern- 
ment has requisitioned the land upon which 
the buildings are to be erected, that fact 
would not necessarily exempt the inquirers 
from obtaining the licence above referred 
to. If the framed structures are erected 
on brick fender walls, the structures cer- 
tainly cannot then be held to be portable 
buildings. . Moreover, such structures 
when built upon walls let into the land 
become fixtures; and, unless the land- 
owner had, when they were being built, 
covenanted to allow of their eventual 
removal by the tenant, he (the land. 
owner) could lay claim to them as his 
property. In such case, but subject to the 
licence above referred to, in effect they 
would become permanent buildings. 

Your inquirers would be proceeding on 
safer lines if they so arranged that the 
timber structures merely rested on the 
ground, say, on concrete, being bolted 
down thereto.

It was built by the Moors 

with the intention of preventing the passage of ships up the river, and with this object thick iron chains were slung across every night which were fastened 

to another tower on the opposite bank. It is dodecagon in plan and consists of three sections, the tepmost one of which is crowned by a lantern and dome 
of much later date. To-day it is the headquarters of the port-captain.

NATIONAL JOINT INDUSTRIAL 
COUNCIL FORMED. 

In February last a new constitution was 
adopted by the Heating, Ventilating and 
Domestic Engineers’ National Joint In- 
dustrial Council, the object being the 
advancement of the industry by the asso- 
ciation. of representatives of employers and 
operatives under a Joint Council. This 
Council is to act for the industry on all 
matters affecting the education of appren- 
tices, and for this purpose shall be em- 
powered to act in co-operation with edu- 
cation authorities, institutions and other 
educational bodies with a view to facili- 
tating education. In addition to repre- 
sentatives from the Association of Heating, 
Ventilating and Domestic Engineering 
Employers and the National Union of 
Operative Heating and Domestic Engi- 
neers, the following bodies are represented 
on the Council : Association of Principals 
of Technical Institutions, Association of 
Teachers in Technical Institutions, Asso- 
ciation of Technical Institutions, Board of 
Education, Institution of Heating and 
Ventilating Engineers, and Ministry of 

ur 

It was felt that steps should be taken 
to formulate an educational scheme cover- 
ing the whole industry, and accordingly 
a draft scheme was prepared and circu- 
lated to the industry in October, 1942. At 
a recent meeting of the Council, the final 
proposals of the Advisory Committee with 
reference to the Operatives’ Scheme were 
adopted. It is anticipated that it will be 
on the following lines :— 

1st Year.—Heating, ventilation and 
related science, workshop processes and 
practice, calculations and drawing. 

2nd Year.—Heating, ventilation and 
related science, workshop processes and 
practice, calculations and drawing. 

3rd Year.—Workshop practice, mate- 
rials and processes, building construction, 

wing. 

4th Year.—Heating and ventilation, oxy- 
acetylene welding. 

5th Year.—Workshop practice, electro- 
technics, job organisation, auto-control 
gear, quantities.

Reclamation of Porous Castings. 

The loss in time, machine hours, 
skilled labour and materials resulting 
from porous castings is well known 
among engineers. Unfortunately, such 
porosity cannot always be detected until 
machining has been completed, with the 
result that many a finished product has 
to be scrapped. In the past this loss has 
been accepted as inevitable. A method 
has been evolved of eliminating this 
wastage and by which porous castings 
can be reclaimed. Briefly, the process 
consists of impregnating the pores with 
a plastic material under pressure. Sub- 
sequent baking in an electric furnace 
at controlled temperatures converts the 
plastic into a highly resistant filling 
which effectively seals the pores against 
leakage.
